GENERAL  CULTURAL  DIRECTIONS 

No.  1 — Common  garden  soil — light  and  well  drained. 

No.  2 — 1-3  loam — 1-3  sand  and  gravel — 1-3  leaf  mold — suits  most  rock  plants. 

No.  3 — Bog  Plants — moist  situation — 1-3  peat — 1-3  leaf  mold  or  decayed  turf — 
1-3  good  loam. 

No.  4 — Wood  Plants — Acid  loam — 2-3  leaf  mold  (oak,  beech  conifers  decayed 
leaves) — 1-3  loam — Avoid  lime. 

No.  5 — Alpines — Moraine  culture — Dig  pocket  IY2  ft.  deep,  fill  1  ft.  with  1”  or 
1  or  IV2”  broken  stones — balance  filled  with  2-3  coarse  gravel  and  1-3 
leaf  mold  and  loam.
